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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To make the manufacture of an advertisement display 
medium in one-piece unit feasible which has not payed for itself in the 
cost in a conventional technique by laminating a transparent film 
interrupting ultraviolet ray on the surface of a ground paper on which 
an image edited by a computer is outputted by a printer. ig^ 
CONSTITUTION: A computer 10 is provided with an image scanner 
1 1 as input device and a printer 12 as output device. An original image 
is inputted to the computer 10 by the image scanner 11, then 
subjected to a processing such as edition of pattern or color tone, or 
addition of character, and outputted to a ground paper 1 in a 
prescribed magnification from a printer 12 to provide a display 2 
constituting an advertisement surface. Thus, the preparation of a 
printing plate as in general printing is dispensed with. Further, since a 
transparent film 3 interrupting ultraviolet ray is laminated on the 

ground paper 1 , water resistance is imparted to the display medium, and the display 2 applied to the ground 
paper 1 can be protected from ultraviolet ray.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 


[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the advertising display medium used on the outdoors. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] For example, the advertising display medium of the shape of a sheet used by allotting the 
outer wall and window surface of a store is well-known. 

[0003] And three sorts of things as follows were conventionally common as structure of these display media. 

** The sheet which stuck the film cut down in the configuration of the sheet ** alphabetic character which gave sheet 

** silk screen printing which gave the photoprint, and a graphic form [0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] While the display medium which adopted the structure of ** among the 
above had the advantage in which a beautiful display could be obtained, when platemaking and printing costs were 
taken into consideration, in the a small number of lot, it became a very large sum and had a problem employable only 
as the sheet of vigor extensive number of sheets. 

[0005] Moreover, even if it obtained the beautiful display with much trouble in this case, when it was installed in the 
outdoors, there was also a problem by which a display is faded the passage of time under the effect of ultraviolet rays. 
[0006] Next, when platemaking and printing costs were taken into consideration, the display medium which adopted 
the structure of ** became a large sum even if it was not comparable to the above-mentioned **, and had a problem too 
employable only as the sheet of extensive number of sheets. 

[0007] And when it was installed in the outdoors also in this case, there was a problem by which a display is faded the 
passage of time under the effect of ultraviolet rays. 

[0008] On the other hand, since the display medium which adopted the structure of** cuts down the alphabetic 

character edited by computer, and a graphic form by the cutter controlled by the computer, it does not require 

platemaking and printing, but it has the advantage suitable for the sheet of little number of sheets. 

[0009] However, when it installed in the outdoors where dirt tends to adhere in this case and was going to wipe off 

surface dirt for cleaning, there was a problem on which the stuck alphabetic character and a graphic form exfoliate

[Means for Solving the Problem] The outdoor-type advertising display medium of this invention is created in view of 
the trouble of the conventional technique like ****, and it is characterized by carrying out the laminating of the bright 
film which intercepts ultraviolet rays on the front face of the pasteboard which outputted the image edited by computer 
by the printer. 
[0011] 

[Function] Therefore, since according to this invention the display of an alphabetic character, a graphic form, etc. is 
edited by computer and a direct output is carried out to pasteboard by the printer, the operation to which the 
platemaking of the negative for printing becomes unnecessary like the usual printing is produced. 
[0012] And since the laminating of the bright film which intercepts ultraviolet rays is carried out to the above- 
mentioned pasteboard, while a water resisting property is given to a display medium, the operation from which the 
display performed to pasteboard is protected from ultraviolet rays is produced.

[Example] Hereafter, the concrete example of this invention is explained based on an accompanying drawing. Drawing 
I and drawings are drawings showing an example of the display medium of this invention. The sign 1 in drawing is 
pasteboard and the display 2 which constitutes an advertising side is performed here. 

[0014] Although it is one of the descriptions of this invention not to ask if printing of display 2 is possible for the 
quality of the material of pasteboard 1, suppose that some examples are indicated here. It is rich in a vinyl chloride 
sheet / endurance, and what was colored the rear face also has protection-from-light nature. Since it is rich in a 
transparence polypropylene sheet / translucency, it becomes possible to make the light source allot and emit light at the

Paper sheet cloth sheet [0015] The sign 3 in drawing is a bright film by which a laminating is carried out to this 
pasteboard 1, and processing which intercepts ultraviolet rays is performed to this. Although the quality of the material 
is not asked about a bright film 3, either, the Pori vinyl chloride, polypropylene, vinyl, etc. fluoride is assumed. 
[0016] Drawing 3 is the block diagram showing the process which performs display 2 on pasteboard 1. The sign 10 in 
drawing is a computer, and it is equipped with a printer 12 as an output unit while it is equipped with an image scanner 
11 as an input device. In here, after a former image is inputted in a computer 10 from an image scanner 1 1, edit of a 
graphic form or a color tone, addition of an alphabetic character, etc. will be processed, and it will be outputted to 
pasteboard 1 from a printer 12 for a predetermined scale factor. In addition, as a printer 12, the laser printer to which a 
toner is fixed, or the ink jet printer which applies ink is assumed. 
[0017] 

[Effect of the Invention] This invention that consists of the above configuration does the following characteristic 
effectiveness so. 

** Since a direct presentation is printed by the printer from a computer, with the conventional technique, manufacture 
of the advertising display medium in the one-sheet unit which did not pay well in cost is attained, without being based 
on printing which uses a negative like the conventional technique. 

[0018] ** The appearance of a display is equal to the photoprint of the conventional technique, and a beautiful 
advertising display medium is realized by low cost. 

[0019] ** Since the laminating of the bright film which intercepts ultraviolet rays is carried out, while a water resisting 
property is given to a display medium, the operation from which the display performed to pasteboard is protected from 
ultraviolet rays is produced, and the advertising display medium which was excellent in sufficiently usable 
weatherability on the outdoors is realized. 

[0020] ** Since a front face is covered with the bright film by which the laminating was carried out, it becomes 
possible [ wiping off easily ], without affecting the screen, also when dirt adheres.
